OHNG. TIPTON 
EX-ALDERMAN OF 
CITY PASSES AWAY 


Well Known Resident of South 
Side Dies Last Night After 
Long Illness 


WAS MOVING FACTOR IN

Better Known as Judge Tipton, 
Came to Edmonton 20 
Years Ago 


With the passing of ey-Alderman 


John G, Tipton, of the Tipton Invest- 
ment company, south side, who died

The funeral will take place en Sun- 
day afternoon at half past 2 o'clock. 

J. G. Tipton was born in Fulton 
County, INinots, in the year 1843, and

This much, at least, the socialists can claim, that of all the mov- 
in forces of the world today, theirs is the first to have given articula- 
tion and international solidarity to the protest against war, In ex- 
tenuation of the socialists’ failure to avert war it must also be ad- 
mitted that the human mind, in the mass, moves very slowly. The 
people of the world have not, even yet, learned how to love one an- 
other, although the injunction is two thousand years old. To expect 
an economic philosophy, even were its soundness beyond contention 
and were its apostles in control, to revoke the jealousies of nationalism 
within a century, is expecting much indeed. But the socialist doctrine 
is admitted by only a percentage of the peoples of all nations, and of 
these it may be safely said that it is understood by not more than a 
handful, a disadvantage which makes it unreasonable to hold them 
responsible for a situation over which they have no control. 

The great difficulty under which the socialists labor, however, 
js in attempting to picture a condition which, as yet, has no existence. 
Description being limited to knowledge to the thing sought to be des- 
cribed, accurate description of a condition which has no existence is 
manifestly impossible. Socialists flatter themselves that their propo- 
ganda is a science. As a matter of fact it has not progressed beyond 
being a yearning for a more even justice in human affairs, In 
the groping for expression with which to give their yearn- 
ing the exactness of a decalogue, confused philosophies and 
stilted dogmas naturally evolve. Such is the experience of evo- 
lutions. Ht was thus in the thirty years’ war, when the world shook 
with the convulsion of throwing off religious servitude. Luther tells 
of how, in his interpretation of the Bible, he labored for days to give 
expression to a single passage. Yet so exact a man as he fell into 
{he error of devising rules of conduct and injunctions as to thought, 
thereby substituting one set of rules for another and one mental com- 
pulsion for another, oblivious, evidently, to the fact that the con- 
yvulsion, of which he was at the vortex, derived its dynamic from the! 
friction set up in the human mind against the incidence of rules and 
dictftorialness as to thought. Luther’s error was understandable; in 
He lived in a world of rules and of mental com- 
pulsion, These he saw, and made more rules, The thing which the 
world required was not more rules, but less. He and his followers 
had—had they but known it—no quarrel whatever with those who 
embraced the creed against which they warred at the loss of millions 
of lives. This is manifest by the fact that the two creeds live side by 
side in harmony today, both having survived the deluge of blood, 
and having emerged with freedom, while granting it. The world sees 
now that the dogmas over which they fought were immaterial so long 
as each was permitted liberty of conscience, to espouse his own inter- 
pretation of thac which suited him best, and freedom from persecu- 
tion by adherents of any other, 


fact, inevitable. 


To this condition the world has now largely attained. But such 
condition was not describable by the Baptists and Anabaptists who, 
having won victories which should have guaranteed freedom of wor- 
ship, fought to the death about what constituted that freedom. With 
no basis from which to work, they were unable to formulate a plan 
which would stand the test of a condition hitherto unexistent.

JOHN G. TIPTON 
FY-ALDERMAN OF 
CITY PASSES AWAY 


Well Known Resident of South 
Side Dies Last Night After 
Long Illness 


WAS MOVING FACTOR IN 
AMALGAMATION OF CITIES 


Better Known as Judge Tipton, 
Came to Edmonton 20 
Years Ago 
With the passing of ex-Alderman 
John G,. Tipton, of the Tipton Invest- 
ment company, south side, who died 
early Friday morning after an illness 
of several mcenths, Edmonton ioses one 
of her most widely known and popular 
citizens, The late Mr. ‘Tipton had 
been {ll for some time and returned to 
the city last May after having spent 
the Winter in California and the south. 

While 
in the south Mr. Tipton enjoyed a 6,000 
mile auto trip through California and 
other states and returned to Edmon- 
ton feeling much better but shortly 
afterwards was again taken ill and 
went to Mayo brothers’ hospital at 
Rochester, Minn,, where be underwent 
an operation for cancer cf the liver, 
He returned to Edmonten the latter 
part of August and was so recovered 
that he was able to about in his auto, 
withinthe past two weeks, however, he 
gradually become worse, until the end 
came during the night. His wife and 
one of his sons, T. R. Tipton, were 
present when he died. His other son, 
Lieut, J. W. Tipton, of the 198th Alberta 
Dragoons, left for the war Immediately 
after the return of his father in 

August, 

The funeral will take place on Sun- 
day afternoon at half past % o’clock, 

J. @. Tipton was born in Fulton 
County, Illinois, in the year 1843, and 
was in his 66th year, In 1894 he moved 
to Alberta from Kansas and became 
actively interested in gold dredging on 
the Saskatchewan, For a short time 
during his residence on the south side 
he took up the practice of law as he 
had been-t Judge of the district court 
in Illinois. He later took up a home- 
stead near Big Island and opened up 
a coal mine and on many occasions 
teamed the coal to Edmonton himself, 

He was a moving factor in the amal- 
gamation of the twin cities and was a 
member of the amalgamation com- 
mittee and helped to engineer negotia- 
tions leading up to the agreement.
